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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants have amended the claims to include parsing a communication formatted according to the protocol, 
as opposed to parsing the protocol itself. Applicants have also amended the claims to include the communication being parsed specifically 
being received at the data link user and from the data link provider. Such new issues would require further search and consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue, substantially, that Qesai does 
not teach identifying the protocol. In response, as previously described, recognizing is synonymous with identifying in the sense that Desai 
identifies the protocol and thus recognizes which protocol is being used. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to 
show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., asking what communication 
protocols it handles) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Applicants further argue Banarjee does not teach parsing a communication 
formatted by another protocol. As described previously, Banarjee teaches using XML, which is a protocol itself, to be parsed for 
investigating communications problems of another protocol. Such information is gathered via a network sniffer that monitors data and 
parsing pertinent information gathered from packets. Thus, Banarjee, in combination with AA and Desai, teach said limitations of the 
claims as previously presented. 
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
